3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including: a gas collimator 
for a kinetic spray nozzle comprising: a collimator having a central hole surrounded by a 
plurality of gas flow holes and a length of from 10 to 30 millimeters; the gas flow holes 
having a hydraulic diameter of from 0.5 to 5.0 millimeters, wherein the claimed gas 
flows length and hydraulic diameter are resulted in increase efficiency of the kinetic 
spraying process as discloses in the specification at page 10, paragraph 0034 to page 
12, paragraph 0038 and Figures 7, 9A and 9B.
